The Incorporation Bill. 

A glance at some of the provisions of this 
bill may bo time wasted, owing to the ob- 
structive character of the government ren- 
dering it next to impossible to change thcin. 
Nevertheless it is well enough to know some- 
thing of what our magnates intend to do for 
tho town. The bill does not state what are 
tho limits of the city or (hie boundaries of the 
wards. We are left to plotureography or 
a plan to get an idea of boundaries— a very 
imperfect means indeed. When the Impe- 
rial Parliament passed the Organic Act or 
British Cola.nbia, it might jilM as well have 
referred to some plan or Arrow smith 'a 
map,instead of defining tho boundaries of the 
colony. But our biil-makors are far moro as- 
tulo, in their own estimation, than the im- 
perial Parliament. Yet we cannot help be- 
lieving that a definite description of bou nda 
ry ought to be tho first article in an act 
incorporating a town. The wards in like 
manner boar perfect blunderbuss names. We 
are to have three wards ; and instead of 
Ward No. 1, 2 or 3, there will be Johnson 
Street Ward, Yates Street Ward and James 
Bay Ward. Tho nomenclature is as bun- 
gling as the ci'.y boundaries are indefinitely 
discribed. 

There is to be a Mayor and six Councillors. 
The qualification of these functionaries is 
fixed for the first election ; freehold X50 | 
leasehold .£600 : and at all .subsequent elec- 
tions, freohold £50, nnd leasehold £150. 
A plurality, not a majority, of votes elect. 
Klections are to be held annually. No mem- 
ber of the Legislative Council, Assembly, 
Minister, Sheriffs Ollicers, -Judge, or person 
thawing money from the corporation, is 
qualified for mayor or councillor. There are 
lobe two councillors to each ward. It Bp. 
pears to be assumed,consequently, that popu- 
lation is not the basis of representation 
Thus Ja.nos Bay ward, which is sparsely 
settled, and possesses perhaps fewer votes, 
is to possess as many representalives as 
Yates street ward, in the centre of the town, 
and densely populated. A fine of £50 will
